Transmission of 


News to Kin Handled 


by Western Union 


The War Department today re- 


leased instructions m the delivery 
of messages to service men's fami- 
lies informing- them of his <Jo;tth, 
injury or illness in an overseas 
theater, or that he i.s missing, 
missing' in action or a prisoner of 
war. 
Such messages the instruc- 


tions state, are to he handled with 
all tile speed, care and human un- 
derstanding- possible, the depart- 
ment said in making- public some 
of the rules g-ovcrnlng- the deliv- 
ery of casualty messages which 
have been prescribed by the armed 
forces and are carried out by the 
Western Unfon Telegraph Co. 


As the casualty lists increase, 


the number of such messages han- 
dled by the Western Union for lo- 
cal delivery increases proportion- 
ately. Under War Department reg- 
ulations, casualty messages must 
be delivered In person within the 
hours of 7 a. m. and 10 p. m., 
,vith complete regard at all times 
for the feelings of the person open- 
ing- the familiar yellow envelope. 


The regulations

.elephone. 
The only exception to

A man in West Virginia occa- 


sionally receives a small check 
from an oil company for his share 
of the oil produced from two or 
three old wells. Recently he re- 
ceived one which had printed on 
it in red ink, "Price below in- 
cludes a subsidy of 75 cents per 
barrel." So far as I recall, I had 
not before been subsidized," said 
the recipient. 


"The excuse is that the price of 


S2.59 a barrell is fixed by some 
one of the Washington bureaus is 
too low. Therefore, the govern- 
ment steps in and pays me 75 cents 
a barrell extra to prevent my los- 
ing1 any money. Of course, it costs 
me nothing to produce the oil. The 
oil company produces it at heavy 
expense.

of 52.59 a barrel! has been set to 
hold the price of gasoline at the 
presnt low figure and that the 75 
cents is being paid by all the peo- 
ple, including the, users of gaso- 
line. Ag a taxpayer, John Jones 
who does not own a car or other 
gasoline machine, is helping pay 
for the gasoline of Mrs. O'Grady 
who rides in her limousine.

of gasoline should pay for it," con- 
cludes this candid citizen, who 
dares to look "the New Deal gift 
horse in the mouth. 


The Good Die Young 


Somehow it was rather fright- 


ening to read of the death of Mit- 
suru Toyama^—frightening because 
so few of us had ever heard of him. 
He died in his 90th year, carrying 
to his grave the unchallenged dis- 
tinction of having been one of the 
most evil men in recorded human 
history. 


It is impossible to catalog all 


his ciimes here. Toyaroa was a 
professional* assassin, a man who 
combined the bloody ruthlessness 
of a Black Hand 
leader and a 


, gangster" chief. He founded the 
Black Dragon Society. He planned 
and engineered every Japanese war 
for the past 50 years.
